Lorpox, June 15.—In the House of Lords 
to-night a great number of petitions against 
the passage of the Irish church bill were pre- 
sented.

Thi undoubtedly is fine writing, Sat at 
the risk of seemins ungracious, we must 
say, that, in our opinion, Boston is very 
assuming when she assumes to be the most 
appropriate city for the celebration of the 
grand jubilee of peace. In the first place 
Massachucetts was the most active State 
and Boston the most active city in the in- 
culcation of the ideas and the prosécution 
of the measures that caused the war and 
protracted it. Massachusetts and Boston 
more than any other State and city, were 
necponsible for the war and all its dreadful 
consequences, which are desiined to reach 
into the coming centuries. They might at 
any time have prevent-d it before the oc- 
currence of actual hostilities, and they 
might have effectcd a termination of it at 
any period within two years afterwards. 
If they had sustained the Crittenden com- 
promise, all would have been well, but 
their cry was for blood and subjugation. 
There was no pacific suggestion which 
they did not scout and denounce, no 
fierce proposition which they did 
not sustain. The whole war was the 
bloody fruit of a tree which they them. 
selves had planted and which they had cul- 
tivated for nearly half a cenrtury. But 
when it t came, their pens and tongues were 
the chief weapons with which they bore 
their part in it. They had to rely upon 
other States, California, for instance, to fill 
out their quota of troops, while their Ma- 
jor Generals, such as Butler and Banks, 
brought only disaster and disgrace upon 
the service. They were prodigal of others’ 
blood, penurious of their own. Their 
shout was, whenever others were to do the 
fighting, “Let blood flow like water,” but 
if it was to be done only by themselves, 
they said from the fullness of their gentle 
hearts, “Ah why should human gore stain 
the peaceful soil that was created but to 
give birth to innocent flowers!” 

The getting up of this grand pcace jubi- 
lee in Boston looks strange when viewed 
m another light. The people of Massachu- 
setts, before getting up a Peace Jubilee, 
should, it seems to us, satisfy themselves 
that there is peace. One of the most 
prominent of their public men, the Attor- 
ney General of the United States, the reg- 
ular law-officer of the Government, has 
officially decided within the last few days, 


| that this country is not in a condition of 


peace but of war. He has decided that 
war is raging between the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the unreconstructed States, 
the latter having no rights except such as 
the laws and practices of war recognize. 
The Federal administration adopts and 
acts upon the opinion of its Massachusetts 
Attorney General, and undoubtedly an 
overwhelming majority of the Massachu- 
setts people strongly endorse it, re- 
joicing to behold the Southern peo- 
ple despoiled, by wars red and 
gauntletted hand, of the rights that Peace 
would secure to them. And it is in the 
midst of this war, in the very midst of 
this miserable war in which the agency 
and influence of Massachusetts figure so 
conspicuously, that the pecple of that 
State get up their grand and magnificent 
Peace Jubilee, seeking to astonish man- 
kind by the glories of a festival unequalled 
in the history of nations. Swearing that 
Wwe are at war and glaring with blood-shot 
eyes at those whom they call the enemy, 
they invoke the raising of myriads of 
voices and the sounding of myriads of mu- 
sical instruments in one immortal Jubilee 
ot peace. Whatever the opinion of others 
may be, ours is that a more horrid mocKery 
could not be got up in Pandemonium.

How the “Thungerer” ls Printed. 

The London Times is now printed by new 
machinery so perfect and so simpie that it 
takes but one engineer and three laborers to 
print off the whole edition of the Times, 
which to-day contains twenty pages. The 
principle of the machine is that the paper is 
not cut into sheets before ft is printed, but is 
brought to the machine in a long roll. It 
passes through the machine, is- printed on 
botb sides, end is divided as it passes ont, the 
whole process being automatic. The idea has 
long been worked at by engincers, but has 
only lately been practically carried out, under 


the superintendence of Mr. Macdonald, the, 


engineer who has charge of the whole Times 
machinery. The new machine is called the 
Walter press, in honor of the chief proprietor 
of the Times. It will quite supersede the 
Moe machines. 
iI. 
Experting Game to Engiand. 

In England much attention has been be- 
stowed for seme years past on the importation 
and acclimatization of quadrupeds and birds 
indigenous tothis country. Mr. Frank Buck- 
land, well known for his researches in natural 
history and as the editor of a paper called 
Land and Water, is now devoting much of his 
time to this matter. A geutieman connected 
with the paper in question wasin New York a 
short time since, accredited to th‘s country 
for the purpose of procuring auimals not only 
for various zoological gardens in England, but 
for the parks and preserves of several noble- 
men and gentlemen of fortune. Such a mag- 
nificent grouse as the “‘cock of the plains,”’ of 
Texas, wou'd be asplendid addition to Ens- 
lish moors if it could once be acclimatized to 
the change of atmosphere and. food, Ths 
common deer of this country thrives well in 
English parks, and so does the wapiti or elk; 
and the American fox, which is larger and 
bolder than its English cousin, would doubt- 
less be an acquisition tn the hunting districts.

The Science of Cabics. 

Mr. Jenkins, F. R.8., delivered a lectuara 
on the*immersion avd recovery of cables in 
deep watcr recently at the Royal Institution, 
in London. He said the great object in form- 
ing the Atlantic cable was to secure lightness 
combined with streugth; a single strand of 
the Atlantic cable was capable of sustaining a 
weight of 1,550 Ibs. The centrifugal force of 
the cable when pa) ing out was to be guarded 
against. The cable issued out ot the tanks at 
the rate of six miles per hour, and was paid 
out by means ofabreakdrum. Atthe end of 
the blocks weights were suspended, on the 
regulating of which the perfection of the pay- 
ing out depended. By watching the distance 
the opposite weights were suspended the 
strain upon the cable was ascertained. Water 
offered a great resistance to the cable. If 
the cable were light it would descend ia an 
inclined manver, if it were buiky, then it 
would lie horizontally, The cable was three 
hours before it reached the bottom, and not 
before seventeen miles had been paid ont. If 
the cable, when in the process of picking up, 
were drawn ip a straight line it would snap; 
hence the utility of laying the cable slackly.
